fund, finds itself in and odd 
| position. 

It has too much money on 
hand. 

Florida's unemployment com- 
pensation, $15 weekly for. 16 
weeks, is the lowest in'the mi- 
tion. The national average is 
$20 weekly for 20 weeks. , 

As a consequence, the Com- 
mission finds that it now has 
a surplus of approximately $75, 
000,000 invested in government 
bonds. Those bonds draw over 
$1,500,000 annually in interest 
—and ironically it is we tax-! 
payers who have to pony up the 
interest. n 

Aside from its benefit to the 
individual—that is, relieving the 
unemployed worker from the 
shock of no income and tiding 
him over until he can get a new 
job—unemployment compensa- 
tion is supposed to help the 
whole community. It does that 
sustaining the purchasing 
r of the unemployed and 
by keeping *hem from becoming 
b city wards. 

Obviously $15 a week in these 
days doesn't go far in keeping 
an unemployed person from 
having to resort to charity un- 
less he's fortunate enough to 
have savings to fall back on.

Game Department To 
Be Severe During 
Closed Mullet Seeason 


Florida's 40-day statewide 
closed season on mullet goes 
into effect at midnight Satur- 
day December 10). 

George Vathis, State Super- 
visor of Conservation, said to- 
day agents of his department 
would begin enforcing the ban 
on taking fish Sunday, but that 
dealers would be given until 
December 16 to dispose of stocks 
‘on hand, 

After the five-day grace per- 
dod, no fresh or fresh-salted 
mullet can be possessed or sold 
Until the season opens again 
January 20. Vathis said this 
would effect wholesale fish 
houses, retail stores and rest- 
aurants alike. 

Dealers, however, may handle 
frozen mullet, provided it is 
processed before the season 
closes. Vathis said all seafood! 
businesses would be required 
to report the quantities of frozen 
fish they have in storage as 
soon as the season closes. Reg- 
ular reports also will be re- 
quired on stocks subsequently 
removed from storage. 

He warned retailers and rest- 
aurants not to handle mullet 
unless they had invoices to 
prove that the fish were legally 
frozen. 

“The closed mullet season is 
not going to be winked at this 
year," Vathis said. "Its going 
to be enforced to the last letter 
of the law." He said several 
dealers and fishermen had com- 
plained that the law hadn't been 
enforced properly in the past. 

The statewide: mullet law, 
long a bitter issue among com- 
mercial fishing factions, was| 
adopted by the 1947 legislature.
